Mr. Raven, of the Smithsonian In­ 
stitution, and Dr. Shantz decided to 
k**«*p «>n through the Congo.

From here they proece«le«l to Lake 
Tanganyika by way of Albertsvil’u». 
Thi- was interesting country because 
her** was haute«! Ujiji. where Stanley 
found Livingstone, ami a few miles 
north, Kigomu, th«* term inus of the 
railway line lea«ling from the Imlian 
Ocean at Dar- *s-Salam. 
Here were 
found the finest mangoes yet encoun- 
t«*r«*«l. 
fruits of unusual 
size 
and 
flavor, a 
well as many interesting 
types of beaus, eastorbeans, cassava 
(tapioca! ami 
many 
wild 
grasses 
whith may prove to be of 
forage 
value in th«» southern parts of the 
United States. 
A visit to the new Belgian territory 
f 
Irumli 
offered 
opportunity 
to 
stvtdy probably th«* 
finest 
grazing 
land in all Africa, a region 
which 
supports millions of natives, who re­ 
ly almost cntir«*ly upon cattle which 
graze upon the natural grasses 
«>f 
this great upland country. 
At Tabora. farther east, known us 
thi* home of the mango, wonderful 
trees and fruits 
were 
found. 
At 
Dar-es-Salam the cocoanut 
palm 
is 
on« of the most important crops and 
has b«*en plante«! on the sandy lands 
which extend for m any miles hack 
from the coast. 
In Zanzibar, principally nottsl for 
th«* production of cloves and for the 
extensive groves of cocoanut 
palm 
and many tropical and 
subtropical 
plants, Dr. Shantz obtained and sent 
home seeds and plants of a number of 
important fruits, and also many of 
th«* staple grains and legumes grown 
in various part s«>f the East Coast 
of Africa and s«>!d on the Zanzibar 
market. 
Returning to the mainland at Tan 
ga. Dr. 
Shantz 
proceeded 
across 
German East Africa to near Kiliman 
jar«*. *>ru* of 
the 
most 
wronderful 
mountains in the world, at the base 
of which is a very rich agricultural 
country. 
Here are gr«*at plantations 
of sisal, rubber, and coffee, and many 
important forage grasses. 
From here the p arty passed thru 
Voy and from Voy to Nairboi, 
the 
seat of the agricultural departm ent 
for East Africa, and here much help 
was secured from the local authori­ 
ties. 
An extensive trip was 
also 
made into the «leseK country n«>rth 
and east of Mount 
Kenia, and the 
principal varieties of tropical crops 
grown by the natives in this secticn 
w«*rc secured. 
Dr. Shantz also secur­ 
ed here a notable nut plant called 
telfaeria, which forms a large gourd 
2 or 3 feet long containing a large 
number of seeds of a delicious nutty 
flavor, about 1 inch in diameter and 
one-quarter 
of

through, 
which taste esomething like our but- 
t rnut. 
Although this plant has not 
yet been tried in this 
country, 
it 
seems probable that it can be grwon 
here at least in the Philippines and 
possibly in Hawaii and Porto Rico.

trip 
west 
to 
I^ake Victoria 
across Uganda and down to the Su­ 
dan was through a region compara­ 
tively little known by our 
depart­ 
ment. but in which many of 
our 
crop plants are grown, and which nn- 
doubtedly can supply many 
native 
plants of importance in the future 
of development of our agriculture. 
The trip down the N ile from the 
very headwaters at Ripon Falls was 
m ost interesting because of the im­ 
mense development of native ffraaaes
